One of the largest coil manufacturing concerns in the world gives 


the following instructions for adjusting tremblers: Turn down the ad- 
justing screw so that its platinum point touches the platinum point 


of the trembler very lightly and set It at a point [where there Is the 
least possible spark between the trembler and screw, and at the same 
lime a good spark Is produced at the plug; pay no attention to the 
sound. A coil once properly adjusted in this manner will retain its 
adjustment for a long time; the platinum points, of course, should 
be kept clean by means of a fine file or sandpaper.. We have known 
motorists who adjust (?) their.tremblers every time they start their 
motor; this is entirely unnecessary and is more likely to be produc- 
tive of bad results than otherwise. 


There is sometimes a doubt, in the case of a new engine, as to 


which is early or late firing. It should always be remembered that 
when the contact breaker is moving in the directjon the cam shaft 
turns It is moving to "late firing." 


To make a liquid metal polish, take eight ounces of Spanish whit- 


ing, 
which must be perfectly free from grit, and put in one quart of 


gasoline. 
Shake up the whiting and gasoline thoroughly. 
You will 


notice the whiting settles immediately, leaving the liquid,as clear 
as water. 
To remedy this, and further to make It a better polish- 


ing agent, add to each quart of the mixture 32 drops of oleic acid- 
no more, no less; shake again and the whiting will not settle Apply 
to gold, silver, nickie, brass, glass or any kind of metallic surface 
with a piece of cotton flannel, rubbing well. Polish with a piece of 
the same cloth. 


The distributor of a high tension magneto Ignition can be easily 


coupled up to a single trembler coll and accumulator In the case of a 
breakdown. Take the high tension wire from the coil and connect it 
to the center (feed) terminal of the distributor. 
The positive wire of 


the battery goes, as usual, to the battery connection of the coll, the 
negative being earthed; earth also the remaining terminal of the'coll. 


Of course, this arrangement Is not good for the coil, as the trembler Is 
going all the time, but it is only intended to be used In the case of a 
breakage inside the magneto. 


Should a metal pipe become broken off it can be temporarily re- 


paired by connecting the broken ends with rubber tubing or hose of 
the right size, and binding the ends tightly with wire or twine 
A 


small leak may be stopped with tape, and a large one with a piece of 
patching rubber held down by tape. 
In making use of rubber ce 


ment, patching rubber, tire tape, rubber tubing, or anything made 
of or coniaining rubber in any form, it should be borne in mind that ' 
rubber Is soluble In gasoline and will not, therefore, hold this fluid 
long.

of Iho Letter C. 


Whili' iiulvorsnlly used h.v lliu nn- 


5]on's, the t'orm of 11)0 bow varied \villi 
illn'oi'ont nations. ,'j'ho Scythian buw 
was In Ilii' form of the letter i'. nmf 
(ho ho\y of the Tartars, descendants of 
tho Kcythinns, still keeps that shape. 


The Crock bow was not more I linn 


throe or four feet In length, but so 
Btout and stiff Hint It required consid- 
erable strength und skill to use It. It 
Is said that (lie first Crock bows wcro 
made from (bo horns of a species of 
goat, the bases being milled by menus 
of a metallic band. 
Afterward other 


material was used In ilioir maniifae 
turo, but ilioy still rctnlnod tliclr orig- 
iual sbiipe. 
These bows were too 


short to bo of much list;, nnd, compara- 
tively speaking, but a small portion of 
the troops were armed with them.
